To cast your ballots for the election of such officers as 
may be required by law to serve the Contoocook Valley School District 
for the ensuing year.

ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 


During the summer Cutter Road was graveled and made ready for 
paving. From the corner of Mansfield Road to Moran Road was 
blacktopped and sealed. Webster Highway had shoulder work, had brush 
cut, and was shimmed and sealed. This project took considerable time. 
North Road from Webster Highway to Barry’s corner was also sealed. It is 
important to seal at least three miles every year. 


All the town roadsides were mowed. Three thousand gallons of road 
oil for dust control was applied. This is costing more money every year. 


About a half mile of Fish Road was excavated, trees cut, culverts put 
in, and graveled to the New Ipswich line. It will take another year to finish 
this road to Brown Road corner. 


Driveway plowing has been a big problem this winter. There are not 
enough people with private plows who want to plow driveways. The plows 
available had to double up on the work. This has meant that people have 
had to wait longer for service. This is the reason I have asked to have 
equipment articles in the warrant. 


This has been a bad year for ice, so we have had to use more sand than 
ever before. The one thousand yards of sand screened this fall has been 
used. Now I have to haul bankrun sand. The sander was broken down for 
periods of time which has delayed sanding. 


The Highway Department takes care of the town dump which I 
expect will be coming to an end early this summer. The cost has been 
small as the use of the town loader is not charged to the dump. If all the 
people had dumped over the edge or close to the edge of the dump, the 
cost would have been even less. 


The wood for the Town Hall was cut by the Highway Department. 
The cost of sawing the wood was charged to the Town Hall. Some grading 
work was done around the Town Hall by the Highway Department. 


I would like to express appreciation to the people who helped run 
road equipment during the bad storms. My thanks go to the townspeople 
for their patience and understanding during the past year.

This year the men in the department spent 350 hours in training 
sessions to become more proficient firefighters. All aspects of small town 
fire fighting were covered in the drills. They consisted of air pack use, 
electrical fires, relay pumping, dry hydrant and drafting drills, truck 
handling and general knowledge of the equipment, and how to use it. A 
woods fire off Fish Road was counted as a drill, and now the men have a 
working knowledge on how to combat a woods fire. 


We have acquired a 4x4 surplus army truck through the State Forest 
Fire Service. We have made several studies, but as yet, have not come up 
with the best use for this truck. 


Our fire station is too small for our present needs, and shortly the 
town will be faced with the construction of a new building for municipal 
use. 


The pocket pagers purchased last year have proven their worth. They 
have been assigned to men whose normal jobs are in town during the 
working day. They have saved valuable minutes in the response time to a 
fire. We would like to purhcase more this year to further update our 
department, reduce response time, and thus prevent more fire damage. 


This year we have six new men in the department bringing our roster 
up to twenty-one men. Anyone interested in fire fighting and protecting 
property in Temple is welcome to join the department. We meet the first 
and third Monday of the month at 7:00 P.M. in the fire station.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of 
New Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire 
prevention and suppression program that is recognized as superior 
throughout the United States. 


Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local 
community governments have worked together to prevent and combat 
forest fires. 


Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens 
are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the 
members of the State Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are used 
to pay one-half the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by local 
forest fire organizations, within pay rates established by the Governor and 
Council. State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand 
tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest 
fire prevention work. 


All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is 
permitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest 
Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to 
one year or both.

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THE SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 


In 1977-1978 the Trustees of The Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
Service, Inc. managed to hold the line on our charges to the Towns, even 
while we were up-grading our service in communications and in training. 
We promised that, in spite of rising costs of emergency care, 1978-1979 
would actually see a reduction in our per capita tax. 

In 1978 we purchased a new “Lexington” module ambulance on a 
Ford chasis for $30,130.00. To help pay for this new ambulance, we sold 
our old Cadillac (based in Greenville) for $5,000.00. Five similar 
ambulances were just sitting on the lot at the dealer’s from whom we 
bought our new module. As a trade-in the old Cadillac would have no 
value whatever, but as an outright sale, we made a good sum. 

Our two module-style ambulances should now allow us to renew our 
equipment without such large capital outlays. 

On March 15, 1979, we have decided that we would discontinue 
charges to individuals for use of the ambulance. Thus, the Service becomes 
in policy, what it has been in fact, for several years; a totally Community 
supported emergency care service. 

We do intend to ask individuals who have used the Service for a 
donation. We feel that we will make about the same amount on donations 
that we have made on billings - and without the added expense. 

While this policy change has been approved by Selectmen and Budget 
Committees, we are sure that some people will feel that we are missing out 
on a very important revenue source. We found that billing users and 
insurance companies was costing us more in clerical services and postage 
than we were really making. However, since we are a Community 
volunteer group, any citizen of the Community who feels strongly about 
this policy, may contact us to volunteer to do the billing. We will provide 
bills, postage, envelopes and our best wishes. We really do not expect any 
takers because this is just too big and complex a job. 

But, in spite of this policy change and in spite of our huge 
expenditure in new equipment, we are keeping our promise to reduce the 
per capita tax. We have reduced our charge by seventy-five (.75) cents, 
from $4.25 to $3.50. This makes us, by far, the cheapest emergency 
Service in any of the four Towns in terms of per capita outlay. 

For this, we are indebted to the volunteer drivers and attendants who 
give so freely of themselves and their time for the benefit of their 
neighbors. If it were not for their devotion to emergency medical care, the 
costs would be too burdensome for any of us to bear. 
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We are constantly battling ever increasing maintenance and insurance 
costs and rising costs of fuel. But we do hope to continue to deliver 
emergency medical care for the very least possible dollar amount. We are 
pleased with our fiscal record and our ability to deliver what we promised. 
We are proud of the men and women who devote their time and skill to 
your care throughout the year. Thank you for your support and for 


allowing us to serve you.

Recreation Commission 
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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


Some preliminary work was completed toward the production of a 
Master Plan for the Town. The completed work consists of several maps 
showing water areas, present land use, and topography. Early in the past 
year, the Southwestern Regional Planning Commission applied for federal 
funds (FHA) on behalf of the Town to provide for the total completion of 
the Plan at no cost to the Town. We were looking forward to this 
assistance but, as of this writing, the FHA funding has not been approved 
and the SWRPC is not very hopeful for approval at this point. 


In lieu of the FHA funding, the SWRPC has offered to make the 
Temple Master Plan one of their projects next year provided the Board is 
willing to make the commitment to devote meetings on a regular basis for 
this activity. 


At present the Board has generally agreed to permit a maximum of 
four houses to be constructed in any approved subdivision unless the 
general rate of building throughout the Town increases. If the demand for 
permits increases substantially, we will undoubtedly revise this present 
philosophy. 


Only one significant subdivision was approved during the year which 
was a subdivision (Spina) of 40 acres into twelve lots. In addition to this, 
we approved four minor subdivisions for a total of seven building lots. 


Next year we plan to go considerably further with the Master Plan, 
especially if we get the help offered by SWRPC. We have a lot of nagging 
and unresolved issues we must resolve as we are completing the plan. As 
we proceed with the plan, we will be encouraging citizen participation and 
seek anyone interested in providing their time and effort toward the Plan.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


TAXES 

It goes without saying that the biggest jolt of the year came from the 
new property appraisals and tax bills. At the present time all appeals are 
being handled by the state appraisers. It is probably best that they 
continue to handle all appeals for 1978 taxes. If you feel that you have 
not been treated fairly by the Representative of the State Board of 
Appraisal you still have the right of appeal to the State Board of Taxation. 
Although both these units are part of the Department of Revenue 
Administration, they operate independently of each other. Any informa- 
tion that this Board might have will be available for the use of the 
individual taxpayer. We will also try to answer any questions asked of us. 


DOGS 

As you peruse the annual report you will note that we have had a very 
large over-draft in the areas of dog control and dog damage. Part of this is 
due to the inflationary trend of the times, but most of it is due to the fact 
that more dogs are running loose and doing more damage, and creating 
more work for the Dog Officer. Most of the dog nuisance problems are 
created by local dogs and, right now, it appears that most of the dog 
damage (to domestic animals) is from out-of-town dogs. However, this 
doesn’t mean that your pet, or your neighbor’s pet, cannot become a 
vicious killer. Humane restraint solves the problem. This question will be 
addressed in a warrant article. A parting thought: All dogs (not pups) must 
be listed on your inventory blank. 


HIGHWAYS AND DRIVEWAYS 
You will note that there are five different Highway Department 
articles in the warrant. 


* The plow for the town loader is a must. The old one is fifteen or 
sixteen years old and is continually in need of repairs; quite often 
before, during and after every storm. 


* The sander is also in something less than new condition, but there 
is a possibility that it might be patched enough to give another 
years service. Mr. Kullgren will have more on this at the Town 
Meeting. 


* The matters of drive-way plowing and new pieces of equipment 
are tied in together. The reason for this is very simple - if the 
Town Meeting votes to continue drive-way plowing, it must also 
face up to the fact that more equipment will be needed as it is 
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becoming very difficult to find the needed plows at the current 
rate. For obvious reasons, these last three items must receive 
serious and objective consideration. 


The Highway Department budget will stay about the same except for 
Winter Maintenance and, in this area, Mother Nature calls the tune more 
often than we mere mortals. 


VANDALISM 
During the past year there has been sparodic vandalism at both the 
ball park and the cemeteries. In each case the vandalism has caused us to 
over-extend our budgets. If the situation goes unchecked, it could be even 
more expensive in the future. We need the help of each and every citizen 
in controlling this very disturbing problem. May we count on your 
complete cooperation? 


THE TOWN DUMP 

The Wilton re-cycling complex will be open by early summer and at 
that time the Temple Town Dump will be closed to the dumping of most 
trash and refuse. Here again, we need the complete cooperation of all 
residents to make this thing work. 

It has been suggested that the old dump might be kept open for the 
dumping of stumps and construction debris on a fee basis. This is a 
problem that the Selectmen must consider before summer. Whatever their 
decision may be, it will be well publicized. 

The Dump contract with Wilton was signed as of January 31, 1979, 
and was discussed at a public meeting on February 21. The contract was 
signed only after the several towns involved had had many hours of 
discussion regarding the wording and intent of the contract. The final draft 
was then forwarded to all town attorneys who also made changes. We 
believe that we have produced a workable and livable contract. It isn’t 
perfect, but it can be changed. 


AND BACK TO TAXES 
To all of you who prepaid your 1978 taxes we offer a great big 
“thank you’. At that time, the general fund was depleted and we faced 
the possibility of further short-term borrowing. Your timely and civic- 
minded gesture was the epitome of good citizenship.
